SECURITY UP TO STATES, 
SEC. PERKINS WARNS: 


U. S. Labor Chief Outlines | 
Benefits to Typical Young 
Man. 


BOSTON, Sept. 2.—(4)—Respon-| 
sibility for the complete success of the | 
social security act was placed square-| 
ly upon the shonlders of the various 
states tonight by Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins. 

Holding its enactment was “perhaps | 
the most useful and fundamental sin- 
gle piece of federal legislation in the, 
interest of wage earners in the I nited | 
States,” Miss Perkins declared “with | 
the states now rests the responsibility | 
of devising and enacting measureg 
which will result in the maximum 
henefits to the American workman in 
the field of unemployment compensa- 
tion.” 

In a Labor Day address, broadcast’ 
over a nationwide hookup, from sta-| 
tion WNAC, the secretary explained 
the complicated mechanism which, as 
successive states threw it into gear,| 
she asserted would resnit in “protee 
tion for the individual against future 
maior economic vicissitudes.” 

Describing the social security act 
as “a sound and reasonable plan and 
framed with due regard for the pres- 
ent state of economic recovery,” Miss 
Pe-kins reminded her hearers of the 
benefits te accrue to them under the} 
act. | 

In telling them payments would 
start in 1942 to “those who have work- | 
ed and contributed,” she quoted the, 
hypothetical case of “a typical young 
man of 35. years of age.’ 

“Assuming that his income will 
average $100 per month aver the pe- 
riod of 30 years until he reaches the 
age of 65, the benefit payments due 
him from the insurance fund will pro-| 
vide him with $42.50 per month for 
the remainder of his: life. If he has 
been fortunate enough to have an in- | 
come of $200 per month, his income | 
will subsequently be $61.25 per month. 
In the event death occurs prior to 
the age of 65, 5 1-2 per cent of the 
total wages earned by him subsequent 
to 1936 will be returned to his de- 
pendents. If death occurs after the 
age of 65, his dependents receive the 
same amount, any benefits paid 
him during his lifetime” 

A feature of the plan, the secretary 
said, was its policy of co-operation 
between states and the feders] govern- 
ment, with a view to “preserving the 
benefits of local administration and 
national leadership.” 

At the same time 
sounded a warning states take care 
to decide how contributions to the 
fund should be levied, so their “laws 
do not contain benefit provisions in 
excess of collections.”

Officials Take Every Precau- 
tion To Guard Plan Until 
Official Release.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—(4)— 
High farm officials indicated today 
details of the government's 1935 cote 
ton loan-subsidy plan probably will 
be announced this week. 
| Foregoing the holiday accorded to 
the several thousand AAA employes, 
some officials continued work on the 
plan to pay a subsidy of not more 
than 2 cents a pound for cotton 
‘grown under Bankhead allotments. 

The same secrecy which attended 
renegotiations ‘over the loan plan sur 
rounded the eonferences on details. 
It was indicated the executives did 
not want anything said about the 
subsidy payment arrangements until 
the complete program could be ane 
nounced. 

Countless requests for information 
concerning the 10-cent loan and the 
subsidy to raise farmers’ income to 
12 cents a pound had been received. 
There were reports the plan to lend 
10 cents a pound to adjustment con- 
‘tract signers would not differ great- 
ly from the plan under which 12-cent 
loans were made last year. But, new 
machinery appeared necessary for pay- 
ment of the subsidies, to be made 
on the basis of the daily average 
price of cotton at the 10 spot mar 
kets. 

It was considered possible an ef- 
fort would be made to decentralize 
'the machinery and to have the pay- 
'ments made from the field’ through 
'regional, state or county offices, rath- 
'er than from headquarters at Wash- 
| ington. 
| Officials said no: difficulty would 
be found in obtaining the daily aver- 
age price of cotton, since this esti- 
mate already is being made by ag- 
riculture department economists. 
| Arrangements must be made, how- 
ever. to obtain records showing the 
daily sales by contract signers under 
Bankhead allotments, and to learn the 
weight of. the cotton sold.

After five years of life abroad 
which can scarcely be regarded as a 
hardship, James J. Walker announces 
he intends to return to New York co- 
incidental with a statement from 
Washington that the Department of 
Justice has nothing on him, 

In 1920, seven members of the Chi- 
cage White Sox, all of them under- 
paid, although the team was the great- 
est ever assembled, were driven into 
exile in disgrace. Some of them had 
accepted bribes to throw the world 
series of the year-before to the Cin- 
cinnati Reds. Others had merely fail- 
ed to report knowledge of the con- 
spiracy even though they had refused 
to take any part in it. There were 
one or two who turned down the 
bribes but said nothing to the man- 
agement for fear of being disbelieved 
and “whispered out” of the profession, 
a common way of eliminating trouble- 
some characters in those days. 

They had no assurance that a man 
who did report the conspiracy would 
be upheld. There was, on the con- 
trary, reason to believe that the en- 
tire baseball industry would resent in- 
formation that some of the most val- 
uable players in the business had been 
guilty of conduct which would destroy 
their box office value entirely. Christy 
Mathewson, himself, had been rebuffed 
for impugning the honor of the no- 
torious Hal Chase.

As the war fever has risen in Italy, 
it has become evident that minor con- 
cessions by Ethiopia cannot possibly 
satisfy Mussolini or his people, A dic- 
Yator works in a peculiar atmosphere, 
his very existence depending upon 
his prestige. Beyond doubt Mussolini 
was largely actuated in entering upon 
the adventure by the economic stress 
now felt in Italy and the political 
discontent which it has generated. 
For him to withdraw without large 
tangible gains would be absolutely 
ruinous. The return empty-handed of 
several hundred thousand soldiers who 
have suffered heavily in the fierce cli- 
mate of the Red sea littoral might 
well be the signal for revolution, Ital- 
jan correspondents of the French and 
British préss attribute to Mussolini 
the desire to establish an East Af- 
rican empire comparable with that 
of France in north Africa.

Who Confesses $15,000 
Operation in 1927.

A nine-year hunt for an alleged con- 
fidence man who is charged with hav- 
ing swindled an Atlanta woman in 
1927 ont of jewels valued at $15,000 
was concluded yesterday with the ar- 
rest in Memphis, Tenn., of Boris 
Dunaevski, internationally known mu- 
sician. 

The Russian was arrested by Po- 
lice Inspector Will Griffin in Memphis 
and, according. to Memphis police, ad- 
mitted that he had operated as a con- 
fidence man in Atlanta, Milwaukee 
and ‘l'oronto. 

The musician told officers, they re- 
ported, that he had met the Atlanta 
woman and her husband while they 
were in Cuba and that he had followed 
them back to Atlanta where, posing 
as an employe of a famous New York 
jeweler, had obtained the gems from 
the woman on the pretense of having 
them reset by his firm. 

“The chase finally got so hot that 
the musician mailed all of the dia- 
monds except one $1,200 ring back to 
the Atlanta woman,” Griffin declared. 

Griffin said that Dunaevski was 
traced by a picture which had appear- 
ed in a newspaper. The musician gave 
his age as 40 and told police that he 
was now employed as instructor of mu- 
sic at the University of Puerto Rico. 

The Russian was trailed, according 
to Griffin, to Montreal after he is al- 
leged to have fleeced a Milwaukee 
woman of her diamonds and later 
forged some checks. There the trail 
lost until the newspaper picture 
revealed the man’s whereabouts.
